Engineers. and Inter-County 
Construction Company workers 
have already checked the lines 
by a "lamping" process which 
employs mirrors to light the 
lines for visual inspection, ac- 
cording to E. Christiansen, re- 
sident engineer for Russell & 
Axon. 


Lines with suspected trouble 
are designáted and referred to 
Robert Hahau and Ed O'Toole 
of Industrial Pipe Repair Corp. 
who provide the mobile TV in- 
spection service. The process is 
radically new and has been pat- 
ented only about six months. 

This superior method of in- 
spection is as unique as it is 
new. A TV camera in a specially 
designed case is pulled through 
a line in the direction of the 
flow and visually inspected on 
a TV monitor, This takes the 
burden off the inzpeetor im- 
posed by the inferior lamping 
tests for inflitration and pro 
vides positive confirmation of 
leak, crack or defect, 

This method of inspection has 
been dane at Hollywood, Ft.
